OBJECT AND PURPOSES OF THE AMEB- 
ICAN SABBATH UNION. 


T he Views of a Correspondent on W hat 
W ill Soon be a Very Prom inent 
Question. 


Eds. S u n d a y U n io n : It appears to be 
settled that the Legislature of California, 
at the session of 1891, will have to wrestle 
with the question, “Shall the church con­ 
trol the State?” in earnest. Since the re­ 
peal of the old Sunday law, in 18S3, there 
have been some feeble efforts to revive a 
sentiment in the State sufficiently strong 
to secure its re-enactment, or the enact­ 
ment of a more effectual one—one that 
can be enforced. --But so far all such efforts 
have fallen far short of the mark. 
There is, however, a movement on foot 
at present, whose champions profess deter­ 
mination to keep moving until its purpose 
is fully accomplished. The American 
Sabbath Union, whose headquarters is in 
New York City, have assumed the task of 
securing a Sunday law for California. El­ 
liot F. Shepard of the New York Mail and 
Erpress, who lias shown more inconsist­ 
ency in his religio-political business career 
than any other man in the country, is 
President of the LTnion. 
The Pacific Coast Department of this 
New York concern is under the immediate 
supervision of Rev. Edward Thomson, who 
boasts that the LTnion has never lost a 
campaign. He publishes a small monthly 
document at Los Angeles, from which we 
gather some idea of the Sunday law pro­ 
gramme. lie and his co operators have 
been busy all summer endeavoring to man­ 
ufacture public sentiment, and to per­ 
suade candidates for the Legislature to 
pledge support to a Sunday bill at the 
next session—of course proflering church 
support at the polls in return. This plan 
was actually laid out by Mr. Thomson 
early in the season. 
In the aforesaid monthly document for 
October there is the following bit of in­ 
formation. The reader will bear in mind, 
of course, that this was before the elec­ 
tion : 
“In some of the counties of this State 
one or the other of the two great parties is 
so strongly intrenched that no effort can 
overcome the regular majority. But in 
the doubtful counties we are working 
strongiv to elect the best man, regardless 
of party. We feel morally sure at this 
date of some noble and pure men in the 
next Legislature. One man has been 
selected by the American Sabbath Union 
to prepare and introduce a bill for a Sun­ 
day law, and plans are already laid to 
bring immense influence to bear upon that 
body to secure its passage. Some of the 
ablest thinkers of the country will be 
present to argue the question at Sacra­ 
mento. We may not succeed this time, 
hut our union has determined to keep on 
with the campaign till the victory is 
ours.” 
It should be particularly remembered 
that it is a foreign religious institution 
that has thus fastened itself upon the State 
for the avowed purpose of controlling its 
Legislature in the interest of the Sabbath 
Union’» own ends. Mark the language: 
“Our union has determined to keep on 
with the campaign till the victory is 
ours.” But the query may arise, W hat 
particular object has this union, an East­ 
ern institution, in securing a Sunday law 
in California? We will see. 
The American Sabbath Union was 
formed for the purpose of securing a na­ 
tional Sunday law. California stands 
somewhat in the wav. It is the only 
Slate in the Federal Union that has no 
Sunday law. There are three or four 
Territories without Sunday laws, but Cali­ 
fornia is the only State so situated; and it 
has been shown several times over that 
Sunday is as well observed here as in 
those States where such laws exist—and 
much better than in many localities in 
such States. So long as California occu­ 
pies this conspicuous position of at least 
average good behavior without a Sunday 
law, it is a standing menace to the Sabbath 
Union’s pet scheme of a national Sunday 
law. W ith all the States unanimous on 
the subject of this class legislation, the ad­ 
vocates of a national law would have a 
grand opportunity to make a showing of 
popular demand upon Congress. 
The showing that all the States had 
Sunday laws upon their statute books 
would add strength to the plea already 
made that the States are powerless to 
fully enforce these laws, or make them a3 
stringent as their champions desire, be­ 
cause the general Government disregards 
them. If Congress would enact a national 
law, compelling the observance of Sunday 
in ail branches of its service and in the 
Territories, then the State laws could be 
made more stringent and be more rigidly 
enforced. 
But we are not at the end of the string 
yet. There is still another door to cpen 
before we see fully the importance to the 
Sabbath Union of its pro ¡«sed victory 
over California. This American Sabbath 
Union was organized at the instigation of 
what is known as the National Reform As­ 
sociation, headquarters at Philadelphia, 
which numliers among its adherents some 
of the most influential men of the coun­ 
try, men of every profession, and officials 
in high standing. One avowed object of 
this Association is stated in the following 
language of Article II. of its Constitution: 
“The object of this society shall be to 
* * * secure such an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States ae-will 
declare the nation’s allegiance to Jesus 
Christ, and its acceptance of the moral 
laws of the Christian religion, and so indi­ 
cate that this is a Christian nation, and 
place all the Christian laws, institutions 
and usages of our Government on an un­ 
deniable legal basis in the fundamental 
law of the land.” 
The Association had been in existence 
almost a quarter of a century ; although 
the movement was steadily gaining ground 
it did not approach the goal fast enough 
to sati-fy its leaders nor its supporters. 
They were impatient to see their great 
work triumph. 
They were getting old 
and might die off before seeing the fruit of 
their labor. So they induced the general 
bodies of a few leading Christian denomi­ 
nations to send delegates to a meeting in 
New York city, whose deliberations cul­ 
minated in the new organization of the 
American Sabbath Union. The object of 
the new organization (which is simply an 
auxiliary to the National Reform Associa­ 
tion) was more popular, namely, the pro­ 
curing of a national Sunday law. This, 
though not realized by many who have 
fallen into its wake, was designed by the 
National Reform Association as a stepping- 
stone to its tonstitutional amendments, 
that would make of this republic an out- 
and-out church-and-State Government. 
Here we see a glimpse of the train of 
circumstances and designs that have led 
up to the urgent necessity for a Sunday 
law in California, and why it is that an 
Association outside of the confines of our 
own State is more solicious in regard to 
the matter than are the people of Califor­ 
nia. But while we are opening up to 
public view the schemes which lie back of 
this work, we might go a step further and 
answer a question which may be logically 
anticipated, namely, Whence sprang the 
National Reform Association, and what 
the occasion for its demand for such an 
amendment to the National Constitution 
as it proposes ? 
The answer is short: That association, 
for over twenty years was conducted and 
supported almost entirely by the Re­ 
formed Presbyterian (Covenanter) Church. 
It is a tenet of that church in the United 


States that its members cannot vote or 
hold office under the present Constitution, 
because it does not directly mention the 
name of the Deity, and specially acknowl­ 
edge his sovereignty over the nation. 
Hence the fountain source of all this 
mania for religious legislation, both State 
and national, lies in a craving for political 
power. As far back as 1870, a writer in 
the Reformed Presbyterian organ of the 
church of that name, emphasized the fol­ 
lowing sentiment: “The principles of na­ 
tional reform are our principles, and its 
work is our work. National reform is sim­ 
ply the practical application of the princi­ 
ples of the Reformed Presbyterian Church 
for the reformation of the nation.” 
The foregoing detail shows how a polit­ 
ical-religious principle .may insidiously 
work its way into power through the cre­ 
dulity or lack of vigilance on the p3rt of 
the people. It shows how apparently in­ 
significant movements and measures may, 
from their very insignificance, he allowed 
to grow until their influence becomes too 
strong to be readily shaken oft’.

The art 
publishers last year made us acquainted 
with Whistler’s color-impressions — this 
year they introduce George Hitchcock to 
us. In the “ Atmospheric Notes in Pastel” 
which they have placed on exhibition in 
their galleries, a highly interesting, artis­ 
tic individuality is revealed to us. Mr. 
Hitchcock is a colorist. That doesn’t 
mean that he can’t draw, nor does it mean 
that he revels in a magnificent exuberance 
of color a la Delacroix, or Constant. His 
eye best appreciates the quieter effects of 
color. He appreciates any and everything 
for its color qualities; the subject probably 
concerns him little. But he observes so 
closely, .and reproduces the most subtle 
effects with such cunning, and his artistic 
personality is feltso strongly in his work— 
that he holds our interest with almost ev­ 
erything that he has to show. Flowers he 
evidently loves; but he does not paint the 
tiaditional “ flower piece.” No, he takes 
the whole beds of crocuses, marigolds, 
tulips and hyacinths (Nos. 27, 29, 49, 55), 
and pictures them with a dash and vivid­ 
ness of impression that tells us little and 
everything; or he puts the flowers into 
the baskets of a “ Dutch Tulip-seller ”(28),

At the recent exhibition of the Metro­ 
politan Museum of Art in New Y’ork city 
»nany new features were uuvailed. Amoug 
the collections were the models left by 
John Ericsson, illustrating his experiments 
aud inventions, which have been presented 
to the museum by his estate. Aside from 
their historic importance, they are beauti­ 
ful specimens of workmanship as well as 
ingenuity, and will be viewed and studied 
with profit by many spectators. Many of 
them were on exhibition at Philadelphia 
iu 1876 and form the subject of a handsome 
quarto volume by the great inventor. An 
extraordinary and beautiful marble sarco­ 
phagus, found in 1889 at Capranica, in the 
Roman Campagna, has been secured by the 
museum. It was found imbedded in a solid 
mass of masonry, which seem to have been 
built over it to hide it in some period of 
invasion. It contained the skeleton of a 
young married woman, tall and finely 
formed, who seemed to have died from 
cancer in the jaw. The sarcophagus is 
richly carved with hasreliefs of the best 
period of Roman art, the sculpture illus­ 
trating the omnipotence and omnipresence 
of the principle of love. On the body of 
the sarcophagus four young children, or 
genii, support three heavy garlands. Above 
these three garlands, severally, are three 
scenes from the st^ry of Ariadne and The­ 
seus. In the first scene she gives him the 
clew, a ball of thread, at the door of the 
Labyrinth; in the second he slays the Min­ 
otaur, and in the third he deserts her as 
she sleeps. On the two ends of the sarco­ 
phagus are represented symbols of life, or 
youth, and death. On the lid is low-relief 
carving, representing two processions of 
little Cupids, riding upon or drawn in 
chariots by bulls, lions, bears, wild boars 
and wild goats, which the Cupids have 
tamed and brought into peaceful order. 
The two processions meet at a palm tree in 
the center. The background is finely 
sculptured with flowers and other orna­ 
ments in a style imitated by the artists of 
the fifth century. The sarcophagus is quite 
perfect, without the least restoration. It 
is not often that a Roman sarcophagus is 
foand with its cover unbroken. The story 
of Ariadne was a favorite one of Roman 
tombs, but the scenes usually occurring are 
the slaying of the Minotaur and Bacchus 
fencing with the deserted Ariadne. No 
Roman museum contains a sarcophagus 
with the scene of the clew. Miss Sarah 
Lazarus added a number of fine and valua­ 
ble objects to her collection, the “ Moses 
Lazarus collection,” of miniatures, articles 
in gold, precious stones, fans, etc. Henry 
Marquand, son of Henry G. Marquand, 
presented an aboriginal silver ax weighing 
several pounds, which w.as found in So­ 
nora, Mexico. This object is believed to 
be unique by the officers of the museum. 
A fine marble bust of the painter Charles 
L. Elliott, by Launt Tompson, is among 
the gifts of S. P. Averv. He also pre­ 
sented two valuable copperplate engrav­ 
ings, with impressions from well known 
representations in miniatuie and sculpture, 
of Washington.

Of the man of individuality every action 
is an incident. Anecdotes by the score, 
by the hundred, have been printed and 
told about Horace Greeley. Many more 
are stored in minds that have treasured 
his words and deeds as they came under 
their notice. Most of the teminiscences 
which follow are those of David P. 
Rhoades of the American News Company, 
who for twenty-eight years had charge of 
the distribution department of the Tribune 
during Mr. Greeley’s time. Others have 
been taken from the recital of Thomas N. 
Rooker, secretary of the Tribune associa­ 
tion. It is a matter of history that the 
Tribune was started on April 10, 1841, and 
that the first number was on the streets on 
the day of President William H. Harri­ 
son's funeral. Mr. Rhoades, who had 
worked under Mr. Greeley on the New 
Yorker and the Log Cabin, took the first 
sheet of the Tribune off the press. One 
day, before the Tribune was very old, 
Greeley came down to Mr. Rhoads and 
said : “Dave, they won’t allow the news­ 
boys to sell the Tribune around the Sun 
office. They’re clearing them away.” 
Mr. Rhoades went from No. 30 Ann 
street, where the Tribune office was, to 
Fulton and Nassau streets, where the Sun 
was making war upon the newsboys of its 
new rival. He called on Moses Y\ Beach 
and Mr. Ely, the bookkeeper of the Sun, 
and complained. He did not get any sat­ 
isfaction, and so reported to Greeley, who 
said in his shrill voice, ‘ Well, have them 
arrested.” So the Tribune shortly after 
that reported the arrest of Mr. Beach, Mr. 
Ely and others for assault and battery. 
The Tribune prospered, and about 1842 
or 1843 Mr. Greeley came to Mr. Rhoades, 
exclaiming: “What do you think of it! 
The Tribune has got 10.000 subscribers. 
Only think of what au immense lot!” Gn 
the strength of this circulation he gave a 
dinner to all the employes. 
After the Tribune had moved its offices 
to Spruce and Nassau streets, in the old 
building, Mr. Rhoades came down one 
morning about 9 o’clock ar.d saw a big 
ham lying on the heater. Franklin J. 
Ottarson, the city editor, came in and 
said: “Dave, whose ham is t}iat?” 
“I don’t'know, *Ot,’” was the reply. “I 
only know that when I came into the 
office the ham was there.” 
“Give it to me,” said “Ot.” 
“Nothing of the kind,” said Rhoades; 
“If you want it come around and get it.” 
Ottarson promptly went around and 
took it. At 12 o’clock Mr. Greeley came 
along and said: 
“Dave, where is my ham?” 
“Your ham ! Get up to Ottarson’s a; 
quick as you can, and probably you will 
find it in the pot boiling.” 
“Well, confound you,” said Mr. Greeley, 
using more vigorous languge, however. 
“Why did you give Mr. Ottarson the 
ham ?” 
“He took it,” was the reply. “Ottar­ 
son came down and asked for the ham. I 
wouldn’t give it to him and he took it.” 
Next day Mr. Greeley said : “Confound 
you, you gave ‘Ot.’ that ham.” 
“Nothing of the kind!” 
“ ‘Ot.’ says you did!” 
“He’s not telling the truth.” 
Shortly afterward Mr. Greeley unbur­ 
dened his mind to his associates, in words 
something like these: “You lot of thieves, 
I'll have to pin my shirt on my back if I 
don’t want to lose it among you !” 
Mr. Greeley was full of loving kindness, 
as well as “human nature.” When he got 
back from a Western trip he rushed into 
the office, threw his arms around Mr. 
Rhoades, and “hugged him up,” saying, 
“Pm so glad to get back. It does seem so 
good!” 
_ 
“I should think you felt pretty bad,” said 
Mr. Rhoades. 
“I ain’t very tired, but I’m very glad to 
get back,” was the answer. 
The Longsworths in Cincinnati once sent 
to Mr. Greeley a dozen boxes of wine, with 
twelve bottles in each box. As Mr. Greeley 
did not use it, Mr. Rhoades gave away the 
wine to “the boys” and carefully replaced 
the empty bottles in the boxes. It was the 
custom to auction off hooks that had accu­ 
mulated in the office, and at one of the 
sales Mr. Greeley suggested that the wine 
might be sold, too. 
George M. Snow, the 
financial editor of the paper, bought what 
he considered the bargain, and on investi­ 
gating his purchase found a beggarly array 
of empty bottles. He took it good-luimor- 
edly, saying, “Dave, did you do that ? That 
was a big joke you played on me.” 
Murphy, a proofreader, was called to Mr. 
Greeley one morning. “You fool,” said the 
editor, “what a mistake you have made in 
my manuscript.” 
“I think it is according to copy, Mr. 
Greeley,” said Murphy. 
“Noj nothing of the kind.” 
“Well, I thought it was.” 
The copy was sent for. Mr. Greeley 
looked at it for about five minutes. Then 
he got up and said, “Murphy, I’ll give 
you $5 if you will kick me.” This was 
Mr. Greeley’s way of acknowledging his 
mistake, but Mr. Murphy did not under­ 
take to earn the $5. 
After Mr. Rhoades had left the service 
ot the Tribune, and two or three years be­ 
fore Mr. Greeley ceased to be its editor, 
Mr. Greeley published an article in which 
he stated that, with the exception of 
three or four men whom he named, all 
those who had been with the Tribune 
when it began were dead. Mr. Rhoades 
went to Mr. Greeley and said: “Am I 
dead ?’’ 
“Well, confound it all, Dave,” Greeley 
replied, “you are dead to the Tribune. Y'ou 
had no business to have left it.” 
A lad named David was employed as 
Mr. Greeley’s boy in the office. He grew 
to he exceedingly large and over six feet 
in height, but Greeley continued to call 
him “Little David.” Well, robberies in 
the office began to occur. Mr. Rhoades, 
who had charge of the office, was much 
perplexed and annoyed by them. Mr. 
Rhoades went on watch anil detected the 
thief. Whom should he discover, creep­ 
ing in a back window and going to the 
money-drawer and helping himself hut 
Mr. Greeley’s “Little David.” David, 
seeing that he was observed, tried to hide 
himself, but was caught and sent to the 
Tombs. 
_ 
Next morning Mr. Rhoades said: “Gree­ 
ley, I have found the thief that robbed the 
office.” 
“I’m glad of that,” said Mr. Greeley. 
Said Mr. Rhoades: “Who do you think 
it is?” 
“Oh, I have no idea.” 
“It is your boy David.” 
“What, my little David?” 
“Yes, your ‘little David.’ He’s the one 
who had been a-rohbin, and I’ve got him 
up at the Tombs now." 
“Well,” said Horace Greeley, “I’m so 
sorry. I have often seen that poor boy 
steal my hooks, but I did not like to say 
anything about it I” 
Mr. Greeley was robbed of a beautiful 
watch presented to him by the Tribune 
employes. “Tom” Acton, then President 
of the Police Board, made every police­ 
man in New Y’ork do detective work for 
the recoveiy of that watch, and got it. 
Mr. Greeley came down stairs one day in 
great jubilation, crying: “Dave, I got my 
“Where did you get it ?” asked Dave. 
“I don’t know,” said Greeley. “Some- 


I’m so glad. I didn’t want to lose 
fioe. 
it.”Mr. Greeley entered the office on 3 rainy 
day. The heat was not turned on, but, un­ 
aware of this, he put his feet on the regis­ 
ter, took his paper and began to read it. 
By and by “Billy’’ Newman came in and 
said: “Greeley, there’s no heat there.” 
“ 
you, Bill Newman .’’’cried Greeley, 
undeceived, “I was just getting comfort­ 
able!” 
Greeley’s generosity made him an easy 
victim of beggars. One night a fellow 
went tip to Mr. Greeley and easily suc­ 
ceeded in getting $3 from him. He was 
waiting down stairs when Mr. Greeley 
came down from his office, and had the 
coolness to ask him for money again. 
“I haven’t got any more money,” said 
Mr. Greeley, pathetically. “I gave it all 
to a fellow up stairs.” 
Mr. Rhoades, who was standing by, ex­ 
claimed: “Why, this is the same man, 
Mr. Greeley,” and promptly kicked the 
rascal out. His chief blankly watched the 
operation, and then said, in a piping tone 
of expostulation, “What did vou do that 
for, Dave ?” 
A friend sent to Mr. Greeley, who used 
to receive many such presents, a bushel 
basket of eggs. He invited Mr. Rhoades 
to take some. Mr. Rhoades helped himself 
to two dozen. “Oh, don’t take them all,” 
said Mr. Greeley. “I’m not taking them 
all; only a couple of dozen,” said Rhoades. 
“Well,” said Mr. Greeley, “somebody else 
may want some.” 
Mr. Greeley was easily elated and as 
easily depressed. In the war time, at the 
news of every victory, lie would fling up 
his hat and hurrah like a hoy ; and when 
had tidings came lie was in iiie depths of 
despair. He was very despondent on the 
eve of the Presidential election iu which 
he was a candidate. Mr. Rhoades met 
him coming from Bridgeport ? fortuight 
before the electiou. He said: 
“W hat are your chances?” 
“Oh,” said Greeley, “I haven’t got the 
least show. 1 won’t carry a single State.” 
“Don’t be downhearted,” said the other. 
“Oh,” persisted Mr. Greeley, “I have 
been around. I won’t carry a single State, 
not one.” 
When Mr. Greeley received presents of 
fruit from the “gentlemen” farmers around, 
he invariably sent up-stairs to the compos­ 
ing-room for “Tom” Rooker, and had him 
take some to the “boys.” Any remon­ 
strances would he met with the reply: “I 
can get it. Y’ou can’t. Take it up and 
give it to them.” 
During the campaign times, when the 
men were usually hard at work. Mr. Gree­ 
ley used to go to the composing-room, give 
a $10-bi!l to the foreman and say : “There, 
let’s have a gorge.” A piece of clean 
paper was laid on the imposing stone, the 
“table” was set and food sent for, and Mr. 
Greeley would share the improvised meal 
with the men, laughing aud joking with 
them. He was known as “The Printer” 
among them. That name stuck to him 
after a man went to the office of the New 
Yorker on some business, and was told by 
the official whom he saw : “Oh, you want 
to see the printer. I’m the publisher.” 
A compositor named liickox was |git in 
the proof room by Mr. Rooker. lie paid a 
great deal of attention to politics. There 
had been an exciting campaign in Con­ 
necticut, and Mr. Greeley had come home 
worn out, after a speech-making tour. On 
the night the news of the election came in, 
he stayed at the office late, putting it in 
shape. He got the first edition to press, 
and then said to Mr. Rooker : “I am go­ 
ing over to the Astor House to lie down. 
Y’ou call me when another express comes.” 
Hickox said: “I wouldn’t call Mr. 
Greeley. He’s almost dead.” 
Mr. Rooker said: “I think we had bet­ 
ter call him to make up the returns when 
the express comes in.” 
“Oh,” said Hickox, “I know all about 
it.”So Mr. Rooker let Hickox “fix up” the 
news when it came in, and Mr. Greeley 
was not disturbed. But when the paper 
was out and Mr. Rooker was coming down­ 
stairs, he met Mr. Greely coming up with 
a paper in his hand. “I told you,” said 
he, “to call me when the express ceme 
iu.”“Hickox did the work,” explained Mr. 
Rooker. 
“Confound Hickox. He has ruined me,” 
cried Greeley, and when he saw the unfor­ 
tunate Hickox he showed him a blunder 
he had made—“a had error. I wouldn’t 
have had it happen for anything,” said 
Mr. Greeley, adding, “if you clear out I’ll 
give you $20.” 
“Frank” Ottarson was night editor one 
night. About 11 o’clock Mr. Greeiey said 
to him: “Ottarson, there will be such and 
such a paper from this State by the mail 
to-night, there will be a nomination iu it, 
and I want you to get it in the Tribune." 
The expected nomination was from a Con­ 
gress district to which there was a great 
deal of interest attached. The paper 
came, and “Ot” looked over it, but could 
not find the nomination, so the Tribune 
went to press without it Next morning 
Greeley asked for Ottarson ” ~ ’ 
sent for him and said: “Greeley wants to 
see you. There’s something wrong.” 
“Oh, I know what it is,” said “Ot.” 
“He wanted me to get a nomination out of 
a paper that came, and it was not in 
it.”“Well, let’s see what it is,” said Mr. 
Rooker. They went to Mr. Greeley, who 
hailed the night editor with, “Why didn’t 
you get that nomination up?” 
“It didn’t come.” 
“Y'ou lie. Here it is in the Times. I 
know it came.” 
“Well,” said poor “Ot,” “I don’t know 
where they got it. I looked all through 
and couldn’t find it.” 
“Show me the paper,” said Mr. Greeley. 
The paper was hunted up and Mr. Greeley 
looked at it, and immediately said: 
“There it is.” 
“Well, I didn’t see it,” said Ottarson. 
“See it!” was the reply. “Y’ou ought to 
smell it. Y’ou ought to smell news.”

The riding masters say that the sudden 
and unusual popularity of equestrianism 
among women can be traced directly to the 
physicians.

The Congregationalist says: “Here is a 
Congregational mini: ter taking part in the 
installation services of a Uoiversalist pas­ 
tor. The act raises the serious question, 
‘How can two walk together religiously 
except they be agreed on matters of so 
vital a character as those which separate 
the Universalista from the Evangelical de­ 
nominations?’ There is, of course, a large 
domain of morals and religion which is 
ground common to both; but tiiere are 
other points of vital importance on which 
there is, and can be no agreement. And 
with the best and most courteous feelings 
towards those who differ from us so widely, 
and joyfully recognizing the great advance 
which they have made towards Evangeli­ 
cal ground during the last half century, it 
is nevertheless clear that all progress on 
our part towards full denominational fel­ 
lowship with them must prove to be level­ 
ling down towards a doctrinal platform 
which Congregationalists do not accept, 
rather than a levelling up towards Evan­ 
gelical standards.” 
The Rev. John W. Qoinby, writing in 
the Unitarian Jleriew on the art of preach­ 
ing, says: “I have sympathy with that 
minister who had no time to make his ser­ 
mon short; but such lack of time is to lie 
regretted. 
It is the business of the 
preacher to have time to make his address 
clear and unmistakable, and brief enough 
not to overtax the memory. I have heard 
men of learning speak, and have come 
away almost dazed and blinded with their 
display—not meant for display—and won­ 
dered at the lack in effect of so much 
good material. And the cause has dawned 
afterwards—lack of directness, plan, organ­ 
ization. The discourse was never crystal­ 
lized as it should have been. The speaker 
had actually shirked his burden and 
loaded it on the shoulders of his hearers. 
Let us magnify the office of the mediator, 
the interpreter. There are some, it is true, 
sent of Heaven to explore frontiers where 
faint outlines of revelations are vaguely 
seen, even by anointed eyes. That is a 
lofty work, and we pay it well-deserved 
honors. But that is not, especially, the 
work of the preacher. He is rather to 
stand between the seer and the multitude ; 
and, standing there, his first virtue is to 
make himself understood. If he is chiefly 
a medium for the transmission of truth, 
let him make himself transparent—not too 
many words, and not a word obscure.” 
The Methodist Review says: “The Bishop 
of London, Dr. Temple, once a rationalistic 
critic, in a recent lecture said that ‘the 
more he read the Bible through from end 
to end the more the things in it seemed to 
be master of him, so that if he differed 
from it he was driven to the conclusion 
that he did not understand it or that he 
was in the wrong. The spirit of it was so 
supreme over all that he could think or 
imagine of the purest and holiest things 
that it was absolutely necessary he should 
accept its authority. When, too, he stud­ 
ied the unique figure in humanity which 
stood unapproachable hv all philosophers 
or heroes, his conscience,’ he said, ‘which 
bowed before the book, bowed before that 
majestic royalty which spoke with au­ 
thority, not as a learned man. not as a 
philosopher, not as a guide or a teacher, 
who having gathered knowledge from va­ 
rious sources communicated it, but with a 
voice which bore eternal truth with no 
qualification, and which was plain for 
Mr. Rooker every one to hear and to understand.’ In 
this beautiful and manly palinode of his 
former rationalistic criticisms the learned 
Bishop illustrated, by his own experiences, 
the spiritual unity of the Old and New 
Testaments. In surrendering himself to 
their influence he had found the spirit of 
the divine Christ in both. The whole 
book had become to him what the burning 
bush was to Moses—the shrine of the in­ 
finite Presence speaking to his under­ 
standing, touching his spirit, winning his 
affections, commanding his submission, and 
molding his character. One voice spoke 
to him from Genesis to Revelation, be­ 
cause one Spirit moved all the holy men 
who, without losing their several idiosyn­ 
crasies, recorded the manifold facts and 
various truths contained in the hoiy book. 
Thus when this Bisnop permitted his 
critical judgment to give due heed to that 
divine voice he perceived the great truth 
which Ebrard finely expressed when he 
said, ‘Between Jesus Christ and the God 
of the Old Testament there is not the least 
essential disagreement.’ ” 
The Standard of the Cross (P. E.) says: 
“If the peculiar notions of Lieutenant 
Totten, of the Y’ale Scientific School, are 
to prevail, we shall have a new school 
of Biblical criticism. Mr. Totten nas been 
applying his skill to the elucidation of cer­ 
tain Scriptual problems, wherein he dis­ 
plays much ingenuity. The first of a long 
series of volutunes "that he hopes to print 
has made its appearance. In it he ex­ 
plains with masterly confidence the ‘hard- 
to-be-understood’ things of the Old Testa­ 
ment. The story of the shadow going back 
ten degrees on the dial of Ahaz is handled 
by him in his own peculiar way. Mr. 
Totten identifies the day on which this 
happened as the 1,202,744th from creation, 
Wednesday, the eighteenth day of the first 
civil month of the year 3,293 A. m . He 
states that the Biblical elements fix the 
sun-dial incident at the absolute ¡Dstant of 
the autumnal equinox, 2,596 years ago. 
Beckoning from the autumnal eqtiiuox of 
September 22, 1890, the event took place 
at high noon of that day, or about seven 
and one-half minutes before twelve o’clock. 
Mr. Totten manifestly appreciates the fact 
that exactness is one of the virtues of 
figures. The long day of Joshua at the 
battle of Beth Horon he calculates to be 
exactly twenty-three and one-third hours 
long. The stoppage of time at the dial of 
Ahaz was forty minutes. The two to­ 
gether made exactly one day, and, he 
claims, set the calender right. The moon, 
which somebody has called ‘pale and in­ 
consistent,’ lends her confirmation to this 
irregularity, and you can almost hear her 
saying ‘me to,’ as she reverses her orbital 
motion; for her present place (in arc) 
proves conclusively that she reverses 
through both these events.

1 he same journal prints the following 
letter from Dean Hoffinar,: “In this week’s 
the Standard of the C „ss, among 
the Obiter Dicta, there occurs a statemeut 
which is calculated to convey so erroneous 
an impression of the teachings of the Gen­ 
eral Theological Seminsrv that I must re­ 
quest the space to correct it. To say that 
you ‘give voice to the experience of many

In 
connection «¡til these text hooks the Pro­ 
fessor of Pastoral Theology devotes all his 
hours with the Junior class to the impor­ 
tant subject ot the proper preparation of 
sermons, requiring them to make analysis 
of selected sermons of the best preachers 
and also origiual analysis. In addition to 
this each student is re pitred to write, dur­ 
ing his seminary course, fifteen sermons, 
which are carefully criticised aud correct­ 
ed by the Professor, and an hour in every 
week is devoted tc instruction in tl-eprcper 
reading of the church service and the de­ 
livery of extemporaneous sermons. 1 have 
on several occasions he rd our course fault­ 
ed for devoting too much time to the writ­ 
ing and delivery of sermons, but never be­ 
fore for giving too little time for preparing 
a youug man for this sacred dutv.”

An Olil Ice Palace. 
A remarkable ice palace was built at St. 
Petersburg in the winter of 1739 40, says 
Spare Moments, and was thus beautifully 
referred to by Cowper, in the fifth book of 
the “Task:” 
Silently, as in a dream, the fahric rrse. 
No sound of hammer or of saw was there: 
Ice upon ice. the well adjusted paits 
Were silently e injolned; no otnercem ent asked 
Than water iniused to make them one. 
The palace was 52 feet long. 16 feet wide 
and 20 feet high. The blocks were from 
two to three fpet thick. They were colored 
different tints by sprinkling them over with 
water colored iu various ways. Six cannon 
made of ice and mounted an wheels of tba 
same material were plaped before the door, 
and one of them was fired and carried a 
hempen bullet through a board two inches 
thick at sixty paees. This is said to have 
been done several times without bursting 
the cannon. 
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COURAGEOUS AMERICANS ABROAD. 


It is related that General Bogran was 
enabled to overthrow the rebel Sanchez 
and regain the Capital of Honduras by 
the aid of a band of gallant Americans. 
These Americans were the first to respond 
to the appeal of the President. 
H e has 
won the esteem of American residents in 
H onduras l>y his fair treatm ent of them 
aud the protection afforded their interests. 
So soon as the Republic was endangered 
they gathered, armed themselves with 
W inchester rifles and marched to the re­ 
lief of the President. 
It íb added that their Winchester? won 
the day for the Honduras Government- 
W hen the Government troops were about 
to retreat in the last day’s battle, and 
Sanchez had proved his ability to with­ 
stand their repeated charges, the Am eri­ 
cans, by their effective sharp-shooting, 
sustained the native soldiers and finally 
led the army in a charge th at dislodged 
Sanchez and broke the back of the revolt. 
All this recital inspires us with pride in 
our «countrymen in Honduras, but it is 
coupled with profound sorrow that two of 
the gallant band, Colonel A. H . Baker 
and private H enry Sm ith fell dying in the 
midst of one of the battles. 
We have, indeed, reason to be proud of 
our countrymen abroad in many other in­ 
stances than this. 
As a rule they are 
found espousing the cause of right, and 
when in arms proving the value of our 
system of training our citizens in the use 
of arms. 
I t is very rare 
indeed that 
Americans in foreign lands bring reproach 
upon us. 
There is something about the 
independence of Americans, their readi­ 
ness to champion the cause of freedom 
¡itid their fearlessness in defense of human 
rights, that inspires them and commands 
for them respect from foreign Governments. 
Probably the American 
citizen abroad 
feels the importance of his title as a sov­ 
ereign of free land in a degree that he 
does not realize at home. 
He reflects that 
he is a representative of a great nation: 
that his conduct iu troublous times, in 
strange lands, will be criticised by millions 
of his fellow citizens at home, and that, in 
a sc-use, their honor is in his keeping. 
He 
therefore generally acts with circumspec­ 
tion. chooses rightly and sides w ith the 
friends of order and law and liberty. 
It was so in Chile and Peru during the 
long struggle of those nations. The Amer­ 
icans there were exceedingly discreet, held 
the balance between the contestants evenly 
and won the regard of both States. 
It 
was so in B razil; the Americans were 
found on the side of the republic. 
They 
had no complaint to make of Dom Pedro, 
but they did not hesitate to cast their in­ 
fluence and their fate with the party of 
self-government. 
It was so in the Franco- 
German war—the Americans iu Paris did 
not conceal their republican sentiments 
aud their abhorrence of the Communists, 
nor did they hesitate to afford such protec­ 
tion as they could to the victims the mobs 
pursued through the streets of the Capital. 
In Greece, Turkey, Italy and in many 
other parts, little bands of Americans have 
honored their nation and the principles 
upon which its integrity is grounded, bv 
their manly stand, their discretion and 
their fearlessness in troublous times. Those 
who rallied in arms so recently to aid 
President Brogran to rescue the Honduras 
republic from traitorous hands, did a 
splendid work for free government and 
made a Central American State doubly 
our friend and debtor. Germans, French 
and 
English outnumber Americans in 
nearly all the nations of the southern 
continent and in Central America, hut the 
Americans are about the only ones we hear 
of who take up arms to aid in the m ainte­ 
nance of republican principles. In Mexico, 
they are not in such favor as are their 
cousins, the English, but this is due, not 
to misconduct or incapacity on the part of 
our citizens resident in Mexico, but rather 
to powerful commercial interests of G er­ 
many and England in the sister republic, 
and the diligence with which such influ­ 
ences are used to kiudle among the M exi­ 
cans a spirit of jealousy of Americans. 


RECIPROCITY AND SENTIMENT 


W e have said that Mr. Blaine’s argu­ 
ment in favor of reciprocal exchange of 
products and manufactures between States 
of the three Americas is equally applicable 
I reciprocal exchange between the United 
States and anv other nations of the world 
with which this country can come toagree- 
l: ".it. 
This is so patent a truth it i? sur­ 
prising that any ordinary intelligence can 
fail to comprehend it. 
Let us suppose a country producing cof­ 
fee in surplus, desiring to import it free 
into the United Stales, reciprocity doc­ 
trine dictates that our duty to ourselves is 
t -adm it such product on condition that 
some product of the 1 ailed State.- of equal 
importance, and for which there is a m ar­ 
ket in the other country, shall lie adm itted 
free into that Sfate. 
Now it is evident 
that it can make no sort of difit-rence which 
country or w hat its characteristics or 
tongue with which we can make such an 
arrangement. 
The question is not of 
countries, but of trade advantage. 
We 
can take no harm by exchange of products 


upon a basis of substantial equality and 
under the conditions of like operation in 
each of the contracting nations. 
Protective tariffiq which nearly all na­ 
tions have, are established to modify the 
effect of the industries of one country 
upon another. 
A tariff discriminates, of 
necessity, in favor of things which we can 
produce or manufacture to the best advant­ 
age. 
The free list of the tariff schedules 
should, therefore, discriminate by invita­ 
tion to impoyt upon a basis of reciprocity. 
Such a policy- becomes a protective one, 
because we are protecting our export trade 
bv a reciprocal relation with a nation that 
w ill give us the best showing in the 
m irket. 
If, therefore, we are to remove any part 
of the tariff barriers for any product or ar­ 
ticle of manufacture, the country produc­ 
ing or making it and receiving the benefit 
of its export to us should give us the op­ 
portunity of equal benefit on something 
we have to export and which it does not 
produce. 
T hat is the plain English of re­ 
ciprocity, and it must be apparent to even 
the dullest intelligence that it can make 
no sort of difference whatever what the 
country w ith which we enter into such re­ 
lation. T he instant we undertake to make 
an exception in the application of the re­ 
ciprocity principle as to nations we intro­ 
duce sentiment, which is utterly foreign 
to trade, and we confess that we are senti­ 
mental ninnies, rather than a nation of 
busiuess people. 
Because the McKinley bill, with a flour­ 
ish of trumpets, reduced the tariff revenues 
to make a large showing in the aggregate 
of revenue cut down, and under this cover 
of reduction maintained a high tariff and 
raised it on certain manufactured articles 
in the interest of manufacturing ring?, it 
outraged the good sense of the country and 
the Republican party was sharply rebuked 
by the people for its championship of the 
measure. 
Mr. Blaine foresaw the storm 
and had the courage to push the reci­ 
procity idea to the front, in the hope to 
avert disaster. 
Not only must the Repub­ 
lican party abandon the mistake, if not 
the commercial crime, of the McKinley 
bill, but it must replace it by a reciprocity 
policy concerning exports th at will give 
us advantages abroad equal to any and all 
we grant to other nations. 


OF TWO CERTAIN DOGS. 


The most ungrateful and unreasonable 
man in the U nited States is a citizen of 
Geneva, New York. 
“The Colonel 
is a 
noble specimen of the Newfoundland dog. 
H e is widely known for his intelligence, 
kindly disposition and courage, and is 
liked and petted by all who know him. 
One day a little girl fell into the canal 
at Geneva. 
“The Colonel” fortunately- 
happened to be passing along the towpath, 
and seeing the child’s peril, he at once 
sprang in to rescue her. 
She sank, but 
the dog dived to the bottom, brought the 
child to the surface and swam across the 
water with her. 
The hanks of the canal 
were too steep for him to ascend with his 
burden, and he accordingly held the little 
one above the surface salely until assist­ 
ance came and relieved him. 
In rescuing the child and holding her 
up at the side of the canal the noble brute 
had taken the little one by the arm near 
the shoulder, her clothing not affording 
him sufficient hold, to keep her head out 
of the water. W hen she was taken to her 
home her father discovered the prints of 
the dogs teeth upon the child’s delicate 
flesh, and thereupon the man set out upon 
a mission of revenge. 
H e determined to 
kill “The Colonel,” and so hot was his 
pursuit and so persistent his demand for 
the dog’s blood that his owner felt It to be 
prudent to remove the animal to Seneca 
Falls. 
It almost passes belief that any man in 
his right mind could act as did that father- 
H ad the anim al held the child hv her 
skirts, and thus have left her head in the 
water she would have drowned, and prob­ 
ably in th at case also this peculiar parent 
would have sought the dog’s life for not 
carrying the child head up. 
H ad the 
people of Geneva perm itted “The Col­ 
onel's death" at the Bands of this uurea. 
soning man. the superstitious belief would 
have been pardonable that Divine wrath 
would have fallen upon the town. 
There is in San Francisco a mate for 
“The Colonel,” a Newfoundland, known as 
“The Captain,” who w ithin three weeks 
has saved the lives of two children by 
rescuing them from drowning in the bay, 
and the people of th at city, we are told, 
are very proud of the anim al in conse­ 
quence. 
But it is not related, so far as 
we can learn, that any other Newfoundland 
dog than the one first mentioned, goes to 
the extent of diving for the unfortunates. 
T hat act evinces intelligence of a rem aik- 
bie degree in the brute. T hat the instance 
related is not an exceptional one we are 
a—ured by the E lm ira Telegram, which 
says th at “The Colonel” frequently dives 
to the bottom of deep waters, which sug­ 
gests the thought that these animals, so 
useful as life-savers, m ight all be taught 
to dive for those they are sent into the 
water to rescue. 
Generally they seize 
hold of the person only at the surface. 
If 
taught to go down after the sinking one, 
however, their value would be still greater 
to the hum an rac-e. 


OUR TERRIBLE RIGHT. 


WISE HEALTH MEASURES. 


The Board of H ealth of San Francisco 
has been wrestling with a proposition to 
include diphtheria in local orders as a 
contagious disease. 
Why- it 
was not 
adopted out of hand does not appear, but 
it finally prevailed and will he incorpo­ 
rated in the h ealth regulations of that city, 
as it should be in those of all towns and 
cities. 
A second proposition before the Board 
was to require a notice to be posted ii|>on the 
doors of houses where contagious diseases 
appear. 
These notices wilt read some­ 
thing like this: 
NOTICE. 
DIPHTHERIA. A CONTAGIOUS DISEASE. 
Exist* in the family residing Ui this house. 
When lhe danger from contagion nas passed, 
this caid will l>e removed. By order 
Board of H f.alth. 
Any person removing this card w ithout au­ 
thority is liable to prosecution. 
This prop -al was also antagonized, hut 
was adopted dually. 
It should be made 
the law in Sacramento also. 
Another proposition before the 
San 
Francisco Board, which was adopted after 
a struggle, provided that the bodies of 
those dying of contagious diseases shall 
not be removed from the room until taken 
out for burial, aud that they shall be iu- 
terred w ithin twenty-four hours, and no 
formal ceremony over the remains shall be 
permitted. 
This, too, is a w'se provision 
iu the interests of the living. 
It may seem to lie a hardship to bury a 
stranger dying away from home, without 
giving his friends opportunity to come to 
his funeral and take charge of his remains, 
but we should consider w hether society is 
most interested in preventing the spread 
of pestilence or in sym pathizing with the 
afflicted. 


I t would be too long a story for me to ! 
tell the reason why I felt th at my life it- , 
self was too small a payment to make to 
Mrs. Marston, if its sacrifice would add to 
her happiness. 
I was bound to her serv­ 
ice by ties of gratitude and affection that 
were never absent from my heart, and 
when she died I gladly promised to give to 
N etta, her only child, the devotion of 
my life. 
I only mention this that the 
reader may understand the motive for my '■ 
conduct on the night when H erbert Lane j 
lay between life and death; the night 
whose incidents are printed indelibly upon 
my heart and brain. 
N etta Marston had grown from child 
to woman in the 
years 
following her ' 
mother’s death, under my care as a nnr- 
serv governess, upper servant and house­ 
keeper; I scarcely know what my position 
in the household seemed to outsiders. 
Mr. Marston left everything in my care. 
1 selected servants, controlled the house­ 
keeping and took care of N etta until she 
was old enough to have teachers in studies 
far beyond the lim it of my education. 
She was very pretty, very loving, and her 
father’s idol. 
Our home at W ater Valley 
was a fitting nest for so dainty a little lady 
as my darling, and Mr. Marston was hos­ 
pitality itself. 
W hen H erbert Lane was chosen from 
many who courted Miss Marston, there was 
no cloud upon their engagement, and my 
old eyes and heart were gladdened by 
N etta’s entire happiness. 
But I knew, 
perhaps others also saw, that one of those 
who had tried to gain my darling’s favor 
did not accept the disappoinment will­ 
ingly. 
The intim acy tetween the Lane? 
and the Marstons had begun before Mrs. 
Marston died, and I knew much of the 
family history. 
Included in this knowl­ 
edge "was the condition of old Mr. Lane's 
will. 
_ 
H e left a large estate to his only child, 
H erbert, to revert to his nephew, Julius 
Lane, should H erbert die unmarried or 
before he was of age. 
The cousins had 
always Lved together, and Ju liu s inherited 
a small fortune from his uncle, but very 
much less than the estate which would re­ 
vert to him if H erbert died before coming 
of age. 
The two had been rivals for 
N etta’s love since she was old enough to 
have lovers, and many were surprised at 
her choice, since she did not need wealth, 
and Julius was a far more brilliant man 
than his cousin. 
H e was very handsome, 
talented, of good social standing, and, as 
far as the world knew, of moral worth as 
well.- H erbert was quiet, reserved, never 
in very strong health, and showed to little 
advantage beside his cousin. 
But it was 
H erbert who won my darling’s love, while 
I, old fool that I was, thought that she re­ 
jected the better man. 
The time had been set for the wedding, 
which was to he in July, when H erbert 
Lane was taken ill, with what old Dr.

It was in A pril when 
he was first too ill to leave his room, and 
it was in May that Dr W ickersham came 
to W ater Valley. 
There had been some 
complications in H erbert Lane’s illness 
that Julius loudly protested were caused 
by im proper medical treatm ent, and Dr. 
Arnold was dismissed, Dr. W ickersham 
taking his place. 
There was, too, con­ 
stant trouble about the nurses, who stayed 
a few days, then left, and old Mrs. H unt, 
the hihsekeeper, said it was because Mr.

I was not surprised to find his mind 
dwelling continually upon the fear that he 
would die before his 21>t birthday, which 
was also to have been his weddiug day, 
the 15th of July. 
H e had insisted upoa 
having two wills drawn up for his signa­ 
ture, one to be signed if he lived over that 
day, unmarried; one, in case, as was pro­ 
posed, he should he married, even if on bis 
death bed. 
Aud both wills left his prop­ 
erty to N etta. 
“F ather has 
already 
provided 
for 
Julius,” he said, “and I doubled that leg­ 
acy when I told him of my engagement, so 
that he would not feel the loss of his old 
home in a pecuniary sense.” 
I was quite ready to believe the stories 
of the nurses, regarding the interference of 
Julius Lane, when I had been a few days 
in the sick room. 
Restiess, fussy, over­ 
anxious, he was constantly moving about, 
making suggestion?, altering the arrange­ 
ment of the bed, the table, the light, the 
heat, until it was a marvel to me th at he 
had not already driven his cousin into a 
delirious fever. 
G reatly to my surprise 
Dr. W ickersham did not pay any heed to 
my remonstrance and request that more 
quiet nursing should lie iusisted upon. 
I tried in vain to secure the repose that 
seemed to me essential for one so ex­ 
hausted, for even in the night Julius Lane 
remained in the sick-room or the one next 
it. 
Every day my patient grew weaker, 
and my darling paler and more sad. 
It 
grieved rae to the heart to see her mourn­ 
ful eyes and quivering lips, as she turned 
away, after daily inquiries, for Dr. W ick­ 
ersham had strictly forbidden her to see 
Herbert. 
“The excitement of an interview would 
he fatal,” he said ; and although 1 did not 
agree with him. it was not my place to ad­ 
vise any risk. 
The night of the 14th of July was close, 
and H erbert Laue, with every sense strung 
up to fever pitch, was lying at sunset, 
w atching and prdying ior one day more of 
the life that ™-as slipping away from him 
so rapidly. 
I had been iu the kitchen, 
mixing a cooling drink, when the terrors 
of that dreadful night commenced.

D issatisfaction a t tlie D elay In C arrying 
O ut th e T reaty Provisions. 
A pia (Samoa), 
November 
5 h.—[Per 
steamship Alameda to Associated Press ]•» 
Reports from several outlying districts in­ 
dicate that the natives are becoming im ­ 
pressed with the idea that the Chief Justice 
appointed by the three powers under the 
Berlin treaty is not coming to Samoa, and 
tbey are applying to redeem their firearms 
which had been pledged to the storekeepers 
for food and supplies after the war. 
The laws are strict against the sale of 
firearms or am m unition to na’ive3, yet the 
latter manage io secure both. 
Several 
minor disturbances on outlying islands 
have been reported. 
A public meeting of residents of Apia 
Whs held October 29ih. and r<solutions were 
adopted expressing dissatisfaction at the 
delay of the powers in carrying out tBe 
provisions of the treaty and establishing a 
permanent Government in Samoa, also 
protesting agaiDs: bdv further levying or 
collecting of duties or taxes antil'the es­ 
tablishm ent of such Government, and re­ 
questing the Consular Board not to disburse 
or expend any further portion of the public 
moneys without first consulting the tax­ 
payers as to the proposed expenditure, and 
obtaining their consent thereto. 
Consuis were also requested to comm uni­ 
cate to their respective Governments by 
cablegram the necessity of at once estab­ 
lishing an effective Government in the 
ís’ands.

SENSATIONAL SUICIDE UNDER PECU­ 
LIAR CIRCUMSTANCES. 


U n iq u e R ep ort on a R em o n stra n ce to

T h ere w ere evidently som e pretty bright 
m en on th e B oard of Supervisors in those 
days.

N orris' rem onstrance, and 
w hich m ust 
necessarily be oí great advantage to him in 
the future. 
Second—W e th iu k the hom es of the 
people of Sacram ento are perhaps of n o j so 
m uch im portance as th e aforesaid sand 
bank, therefore 
the 
w ork 
should 
be 
stopped, as no m aterial dam age could be 
anticipated in the event of th e oveifi jw of 
th e city, which can be readily show n by 
th e annals of the years 1S52-3. 
T h ird —Mr. N orris intends to hold each 
and every m em ber of the Board personally 
responsible tor said dam age, and not w ish­ 
ing to be reduced to absolute poverty, we 
advise th at the w ork 
be 
im m ediately 
stopped. 
F o u rth —A nd—by far the m ost w eighty 
reason of all—we are inform ed by Mr. 
R ightm ire, the contractor, that all of said 
w ork has been com pleted, therefore, your 
com m ittee believes th at the w ork should 
be stopped im m ediately. 
A singular and sensational affair 
occurred iu this city on the 20th of Novem- 
’ ar. 
A young m an nam ed R ichard H . 
McGill, k clerk in the State C ontroller's 
office, hired a stylish and high-spirited pair 
of gray horses and a carriage from F ran k 
M alone's stable, intending to take some 
ladies out for a ride.

Jo h n E. Doyle was the Erst 
person to reach McGill, whom he assisted 
to rise, and then helped him to get to the 
residence of E J. Sanders on L street, near 
E ighth, w here he boarded. 
On the way 
there M cGill asked w hat had becom e of the 
team and vehicle, and on being inform ed 
he said : 
“T here's $3,100 gone!" 
Just as 
they reached the house he took a pistol 
from his pocket, and before anyone realized 
w hat he was doing he discharged a bullet 
in to his brain, dying instantly. 
T he late 
A. H . Esteil wa9 one cf th e pall-bearers at 
th e funeral, w hich was attended by the 
S u tter Rities, of w hich M cGill had been a 
m em ber. 
George Francis T rain, then a young 
b u t very lively gentlem an, was in England, 
w here he had created quite a stir by his 
public addresses on “A m erican In stitu ­ 
tio n s.'’ 
One of his speeches, delivered at a 
d in n er party in London, created quite a 
sensation.

T he S acram en to Crop A b u n d ant and th e 
F ru it o f G ood Size. 
T he past sum m er has been an unusually 
favorable one for th s grow th and develop­ 
m ent of oranges and lem ons in this city 
and vicinity. 
T he trees are all heavily 
laden w ith fruit, w hich is now taking on 
th at beautiful golden hue w hich m akes an 
orange orchard in full bearing an object of 
such w arm adm iration. 
B oth oranges and lem ons have attained 
an unusual size this season, and—unlike 
the fruit produced in som e portions of the 
southern citrus belt—it is perfectly free 
from all tain t of sm ut, 
, 
T here is now scarcely a garden in Sacra­ 
m ento th at is not ornam ented by from one 
to a dozen orange or lem on trees, m ost of 
w hich are loaded down w ith fruit. 
Sacra­ 
m ento should be well represented at the 
approaching Citrus F air, w herever it m ay 
be held; and in order to do so, citizens 
should n ot pick and dispose of th eir choice 
fruit too early in the season, as is generally 
done.

T here are now oranges enough grown in 
this city and county to m ake up a dis­ 
play sufficiently large to 
constitute 
an 
exhibition in itself; and if the fair should 
be held in San Francisco this w inter there 
Í9 no reason 
w hy 
Sacram ento 
county 
should not have as fine an exhibit as any 
in N orthern California.

“ Guess I am ,” replied M r. Luhrs, draw ­ 
ing him self u p to his fail height, and hook­ 
ing his thum bs into the arm holes of his 
vest. 
“ Yes, sir, and w hat is more, I am 
ju st the m an th at is perfectly w illing to tell 
you all I know , too. 
I would like first rate

to the people, and he no t know it. 
From T enth to T w enty-third, II street 
has been m ade an entirely different look­ 
ing thoroughfare, and contracts are about 
ti) be let for finishing it out to th e city 
lim its. 
W ork will be com m enced in two or three 
davs by the com pany on I and J streets, 
from T h irteenth to T h irty first. 
L from Fifteenth to Tw enty-eighth is 
now finished and will reach th e city lim its 
by the end of the com ing week. T he street 
now affords an eiegant drive to Sutter s 
Fort, aud to the road leading to Brighton. 
This is also the work of the improvement 
company. 
SOME IN F E R IO R G R A V E L . 
Twenty-eighth from J to M has been fin­ 
ished, as has N street from Nineteenth to 
Thirtieth. The latter street was done by 
an outside contractor, and w hile no fault 


can be found w ith the workmanship, the 
gravel used is not up to the standard. 
It 
contains too much sand and earth, and not 
enough cement. 
However, the street is in 
a far superior condition to what it was 
formerly, and there is a possibility that the 
rain w ill have a diffeient effect upon it 
than that anticipated. 
From Tenth to Twenty-third on 0 has 
been finished by contractor Ewing in good 
shape, and the improvem ent company has 
completed N street from Nineteenth to F if­ 
teenth. 
Fifteenth from G to O was divided 
between contractors Ewing and Parker, 
and, though not quite finished, looks like 
an excellent job. 
W ork is in progress on 
Fourteenth between M and O, by con­ 
tractor Toohey. 
Thirteenth between N 
and O, by the* improvement company, is 
finished. 
Colonel McNasser, w ho owns 
considerable property on Twelfth, between 
N and O, ha9 undertaken to do the gravel­ 
ing on that block him self. Eleventh, from 
N to O, by the company, is finished. 
A LONG FELT WANT. 
Tenth street is now a magnificent thor­ 
oughfare, from the Capitol building clear 
down to Y street. 
This was a much 
needed improvement, as Tenth street is the 
most convenient for funerals moving to­ 
ward the City Cemetery, and is the street 
m ostlv used by those wishing to reach the 
Riverside road. 
Contractor Parker did the 
work from N to R, and Ewing is finishing 
up the balance. 
From F ro n t to T enth, on O. has been 
com pleted for som e tim e, and the work 
speaks for itself. It was the first job u n d er­ 
taken by the Citizens’ Com pany, and they 
n aturally feel proud of it, as it has proved 
itself to"be a m ost excellent and durable 
piece of w ork. 
. 
Tbe contract for grading and graveling 
Eleventh, from H to I, has been let to con­ 
tractor H ughes, and w ork w ill be com ­ 
m enced im m ediately. 
It is also u n d er­ 
stood th at 
street (on top cf the levee) 
is to be graveled from T enth to Tw enty- 
eighth verv soon. 
T his will fill another 
long-feit want, as this street connects w ith 
the lower Stockton road, sn d by pattin g it 
iu shape w ill give the country people a 
chance to get in to tow n during the w inter 
—som ething they could not do a year ago. 
QUITE A CHANGE. 
"N ow th at you have seen about all that 
is to be seen,” said Mr. L uhrs to his com ­ 
panion, as they headed for hom e, “you will 
observe w hat a com plete transform ation 
has taken place. 
Last year—last w inter, I 
m ean—people from outside the city could 
not get into town and we could not get out. 
The cutlets were n o thing less th an ru n ­ 
ning stream s of m ud. 
W hat have we got 
this year? 
W hy, there are N and L streets 
to connect w ith the Jackson and B righton 
road; Tw elfth street to connect w ith the 
A uburn 
road 
on 
the 
north; 
T enth 
street to connect w ith the upper Stockton 
road, and the roaas in from Gerber’s and 
the hospital—in 
fact, we will have no 
trouble "from this source at all this year, 
and, as I saiff a w hile ago, it will m ean 
thousands of*® tlars to Sacram ento. Now, 
another thing : did you notice as we drove 
along how m any im provem ents were going 
on? 
New buildings goiDg up everyw here, 
iots being graded, off-prcperty values ris­ 
ing, and new streets being opened up. 
I 
attribute all th at to th eim p ro v en ien to f the 
streets. 
I tell you, sir, it is the key-not^ of 
advancem ent iu a city like this.” 
A nd, indeed. M r. L uhrs spoke the tru lh . 
T he S unday U n io n m an had noticed the 
im provem ents m entioned, and had counted 
exactly thirty-eight new building th at were 
in course of construction in the residence 
portion of the city.

T he sm all exhibit m ade at Colum bus in 
1887 did us m ore good iu the way of in ­ 
ducing im m igration to the State th an five 
hundred faire held w ithin the State. 
W e 
have located several parties, and I have 
m et num bers of others that were induced 
to com e here by w hat they saw at that ex­ 
hibit. 
Now th at im m igration iso n cen io re look­ 
ing tow ards this State instead of W ashing- 
ington and Oregon, we can. w ith a united 
effort and a grand exhibit of sem i-tropical 
fruits, such as can be made, in Chicago or 
K ansas City, tu rn the tide to California, and 
once again started and here we can hold 
them , as we have gained such know ledge 
in fruit culture th at we can convince our 
Eastern brethren of its profitable produc­ 
tion, but in m y judgm ent it is a waste of 
m oney to hold a citrus fair in this State 
—in com parison to the ndvan.age gained 
by holding it E ast—and from m y cast ex­ 
perience here and E ast I th in k I know 
whereof I speak, and I am w illing to give 
m y m ite and render wbat assistance I can 
tow ards the enterprise.

SUPERIOR COURT. 


There were fully a thousand persons 
present at the Armory H all meeting last 
night, held under 
the auspices of the 
Federated Trades of this city. 
Nearly all 
of those present were m echanics or laborers, 
but there was a fair sprinkling of pro­ 
fessional and business m en, and a few 
iadies. 
T he m eeting was called to order by A. B. 
Sanborn, 
President of 
th e 
Council of 
F ederated Trades, who announced the fol­ 
low ing Vice Presidents and Secretaries : 
W . W . C uthbert, J. J. Garrison, E dw ard 
P ayne, Jo h n Zittinger, J. H enley, Jas. Me 
M urray, D. J . Davis, J. 1Y. H aily, H . 
H a h n , TV. \V. Gibson, G. G. Ogg, A. 
H auser, S. Cam pbell, A. M cDonough. 
Secretaries, Otto B ell and H . H . Daley. 
Mr. Sanborn opened th e proceedings in a 
brief but vigorously-w orded speech. 
H e 
said they had m et for the purpose of in­ 
forming" the w orkingm en of the city es to 
som e ot th e differences th at h aa arisen be­ 
tw een the Ih- publishers and the T ypo­ 
graphical U nion. 
T hat paper, he said, had 
for som e tim e past been the recognized 
enem y of organized iabor. 
W hile p re­ 
tending to 
be 
the 
latter’s 
friend, 
it 
had slabbed 
it 
in 
th e back w henever 
it could. 
T he difiereuces culm inated when 
its U nion em ployes were told to sever their 
connection w ith the Typographical U nion 
or leave its em ploy. 
They chose the latter 
alternative. 
Thev bad not, he said, in tim i­ 
dated, bulldcz«d 
cr overawed any one. 
T hey had not attem pted to interfere w ith 
the m en w hom the lice had brought from 
abroad to till their pieces, and to w hom he 
applied the term s “rats" aud "scabs.” 
A il th at paper had to do to stop the diffi­ 
culty to m orrow , he said, was to Unionize 
its office. 
C ontrary to its published state­ 
m ents, not a dollar had been contributed 
from any source outside the local organiza­ 
tion for the support of the m en w ho had 
left the Bee 
T he Trades U nions, he de­ 
clared, bad waged an honorable warfare; 
on tbflfttiier hand tbe Bie had w hined like 
a w hipped schoolboy, and had gone to a 
Judge of the superior Court crying out for 
him to save them . 
H e quoted from the C onstitution of the 
State to show to w hat rights citizens were 
entitled, and then reviewed the proceedings 
in the boycott cise and Judge A rm strong's 
decision, w hich latter he denounced as 
“ the m ost dam nable injunction th at had 
ever is ued from any Court of justice." 
A 
search of the records of the country for a 
period of 200 years, he said, would fail to 
find its parallel. 
It was the d uty of w ork­ 
ingm en to protest against the outrage, and 
to show th at they are no; cowering curs to 
be coerced by any illegal order of Court. 
They w ould obey the law, but would resist 
the m ost infam ous outrage ever perpetrated 
by any Court. 
T hroughout his rem arks the speaker was 
frequently applauded. 
T ne next spciker was C. M. H arrison, a 
m em ber of the Sacram ento Typographical 
U nion. 
H e spoke at considerable length, 
review ing the circum stances leading up to 
th e present difficulty between th e Bee and 
its em ployes, and exhibited a section of 
stercotvpe-plate m atter, and explained the 
position of the Typographical U nion re­ 
garding its use. 
The Bee he SBtd, had 
struck organized labor a tlap in the face, 
the consequence of w hich its m anagers 
had not realized. 
It was a th ru st at all 
classes of labor—the m achinists, the tin ­ 
ners, th e 
plasterers, the carpenters, the 
team sters. 
H e then severely criticised the 
quality of m atter published in th at paper 
and denounced it es unfit reading. 
There 
are no better friends of capital, he said, 
than the m em bers of the Trades Unions. 
H is rem arks were a!so applauded. 
C harles G rainbreth, ex President of the 
San Francisco Council of Federated Trades, 
was then introduced. 
H is speech was gen­ 
eral in scope, and was confined to a discus­ 
sion of the relations betw een em ployer and 
em ployed. 
H e expressed the belief that 
Judge A rm strong’s decision would be re­ 
versed by the Suprem e Court, and advised 
his hearers not to give up the boycott: that 
better days are com ing for the w orking­ 
m en. 
Sam uel McKee, a m em ber of tbe San 
Francisco H olders' U nion, followed in a 
long, tem perate and argum entative speteh. 
He said the striking printers of Sacram ento 
had tbe sym pathy of all the labor organi­ 
zations in San Francisco iu their present 
struggle. Strikes cut two ways, and should 
be resorted to o n ly jn extrem e cases. W hen 
m en were forced to strike they should do 
it in a way th at w ould m ake it felt. 
The 
harder they struck, the sooner the strike 
w cuid be ended. 
They ail w ant to live 
w i;hin the law. 
Y«"orkingmen are not law ­ 
breaker-. for they need the law s protection, 
and could not expect to have it if they de­ 
nied it to others. 
They do not alw ays get 
it, how ever—it goes to the ctber fellows. 
If a w orkingm an w ent out, he said, and 
destroyed his 
neighbor's 
property—his 
tangible property, like his house—the law 
w ould pay him for the loss and punish the 
destroyer. 
T hat was right. 
B ut the w o rk ­ 
ingm an's wsges are his property, a kind of 
property w hich the em ployer can destroy 
by speaking one word. 
T hen, if the w ork­ 
ingm an com plains, the em ployer appeals to 
the courts, and the other gets throw n into 
jail. 
It was to guard against this inequality 
in the law 's usages th at laboring m en or­ 
ganize. 
W hen m en strike the strong arm 
of the law is brought in play to protect 
property, but there is n o th iD g to protect the 
em ployes’ property—their wages. 
U nless w orkingm en com bined to look 
out fcr their own interests, unrestricted im ­ 
m igration would fore- wages here as low 
as in E urope. 
H e then explained the na­ 
ture of a strike. 
It is he said, onlv a tem ­ 
porary affair—an arm istice—tor th e pu r­ 
pose of allow ing em ployer and em ployed 
to come together and fix np their differ­ 
ences. 
D uring its penderice the m en had a 
right to rem onstrate w ith others against 
taking their places, but w ben they do so 
the em ployer goes into Court and gets an 
injunction to restrain them 
therefrom . 
Tnere is t;o intim idation or threat in ­ 
volved, and he did not believe th a t even 
Judge A rm strong would so decide w hen he 
should com e to hear the boycott case on its 
m erits. 
If m en cin n o t exercise th at sm all 
privilege, w here is their liberty? 
"L et.Judge A rm strong’s decision stand,” 
he said. “ Let it be obeyed u n til the case is 
fully tried, and then it w ill not stand. The 
case has ouly been decided on a dem urrer, 
and w hen it com rs before the sam e Judge 
again on its m erits the plaintiffs will not 
be able to sustain their sw eeping allegations 
W hat one m an has a right to. several have 
a right to do.” 
Mr. McKay then read from recent de­ 
cisions of Ju ’ges Garber and W allace of 
San Francisco iu cases involving the “con­ 
spiracy" point as recards bovcottiDg, and 
claim ed th at they held opposite views to 
those uf Judge^A rm strong. 
In the W al­ 
lace decision was this sentence: 
“ A con­ 
spiracy, the object of which is to do a law ­ 
ful act, is a lecal absurdity.” 
, 
H e then gave a history of the niolders 
strike in San Francisco, and declared that 
the em ployers were paying higher wages 
to the m en in their shops than they were 
paving to the union m en, while nearly 
evérv piece of work they undertook >s 
ruined through the incapacity of the w ork­ 
m en. 
He m ade a strong appeal to all la­ 
boring men to organize. 
O rganization «tad 
rede-m ed tbe m oldersofS an Francisco and 
m ade cood citizens of m en, who. in form er 
vears, were drif.ing into drunkenness aüd 
dis-iration. 
. 
There was no reason, he said, in concia- 
*ion, why tbe Bee and its form er em ployes 
sbotild not settle tbeir differences at once. 
Men shonld be faithful to th eir organiza­ 
tions. and then they will find a way to deal 
with their euetu'tes. 
Aft*r brief rem arks by M r. G rainbetb, 
who urged ail w orkingm en to refuse to 
r u cha— c gara m ade by Chinese labor, the 
m eeting adjourned w ith cheers.

IKPOKTASr RULING. 
A D ecision W hich M ay R elease M any 
P risoners. 
T acoma, November 22-i.—A. decision was 
rendered in the Stale Supreme Court yes­ 
terday in the case of J. C. McCarty, ap­ 
pellant, vs. The Slate of W ashington.' The 
Court, in its review of the case, said this is 
a proceeding by information on the charge 
ot grand larceny for stealing ninety-three 
alleged tickets belonging to the Northern 
Pac.fie To this the defendant interposed 
a demurrer that “ the information did not 
atste ‘acissufDcient to constitntean offense,” 
and that there was no authority for pro­ 
ceed tig by information. 
The Court goes on to say that Article VI, 
8ectiuo 25, of the Constitution of the S ate 
of Washington, provides for ptoceedings by 
information. The Act of the Legislature 
authorizing proceedings by information 
was passed January 29, 1890 The Cinsti 
tution, by an Act of Congress, as well as by 
its own terms, did not become operative 
until the President’s proclamation, which 
was not múde until November 11, 18S9; so 
that ihe date of the alleged crime ante 
dates not only She enactment of the Legis 
lature. but also the vivifying of the Con 
stitntion by the Presidential proclamation. 
Toe Court holds that defendant "was en­ 
titled to the United Slates guaranty of pre­ 
sentment by a Grand Jury on the 12 h day 
of October, 1889, as the laws of the Terri­ 
tory of Washington were then made under 
the supervision of the United States Con­ 
gress, end the courts of the Territory were 
really United States Courls. Having the 
right at that time, it could not be taken 
from him by any retroactive enactment of 
the S ate, even if it had been the intention 
of the Legislature to make the Act retroact­ 
ive in its statute. 
“ We do not think," says the Court, “the 
defendant can be held to answer the charge 
unless on presentment to a Grand Jury. We 
arc also of ;be o p tio n that the information 
failed to sla'e facts sufficient to charge the 
crime of larceny. The value of each ticket 
should nave been allege] and the informa­ 
tion should have shown that they were 
genuine «ftectlve railway' tickets, as an un­ 
stamped, undated and unsigned railway 
ticket's not a subject of larceny. 
“Judgm ent is reversed and the case re 
mandrel to the lower court, with instruc­ 
tions to sustain the demurrer.” 
Under this decision Hoyt and Stone, sent 
from this couuty for the murder of Enoch 
Croshy, and at least a dozen other persons, 
m u.t be released, aside from seventy five or 
one hundred others throughout the State. 
The question will now conte up, “Can they 
again be put in jeopardy?” many having 
served a great portion of their sentences 
It is said this is the first time a matter of 
this kind has been fully passed upon iu any 
Siate c-urt.

BAST OF THB EOGI 


R eport T hat G eneral M iles is U sing the 
Indian Scare for I’olitical P urposes. 
W a sh in g to n, November 22d.—A W ash­ 
ington paper yesterday quoted a "promi­ 
nent officer” of the War Department as 
saying that General Miles is trying to 
create a big Indian scare aud glorify him ­ 
self by suppressing the alleged "Indian 
h. s'ilities” in the Northwest, thereby set­ 
ting np a little boomlet for the Presidential 
nomination in 1892. This paragraph was 
telegraphed far and wide by the Washing­ 
ton correspondents. 
An army officer said to the California 
Associated Press reporter: “I have recently 
been to the Pine Rtdge Agency and other 
agencies in Dakota where the Messiah 
crsze exists, and I have little doubt that it 
is, or certainly has been, the subject of very 
grave apprehension on the pan of the au­ 
thorities. ’ It is well known that the 
strength of these Indians, among whom 
the craze prevails, is very great, there be­ 
ing altogether 6,000 or S.000 warriors, aud 
although they could probably he defeated 
by the troops, yet before then there would 
be tremendous damage done to the ntoa- 
perity of the country, without sneaking of 
the loss of fife. 80 much attention has 
been directed to the danger, that the Presi­ 
dent telegraphed General Miles over his 
owu came to take all necessary precau- 
t ons. 
“The experience which General Miles 
has had with these Indians has given him 
a thorough knowledge of their character, 
and he was especially chosen on the 
Cheyenne Commission on account of his 
peculiar fitness and knowledge. From the 
time of the Custer massacre to the final 
surrender of all the Sioux he was most 
prominent, a-d several thousand Indians 
were killed, captured or forced to sur­ 
render themselves through his efforts. 
“It seems singular that any army officsr 
should make such a statement that Gen­ 
eral Milts is endeavoring to overrate this 
affair, or that his wise methods, which have 
received the sanction of the War Depart­ 
ment, and were directed by the President 
of the United States, should ca. se him to 
appear in a political role. 
“ Such an inference can only be actuated 
by a cowardly and envious spirit, which I 
am glad to say rarely exists in our army. 
It is strange that a man with the record of 
General Miles, both during and since the 
civil war, should thus be attacked by an 
officer. That he should be mentioned in 
the role of a Presidential candidate is noth­ 
ing extraordinary, as nearly all of our most 
noted soldiers, particularly Grant, Sher­ 
man, Hancock and Logan, have been 
br> ught forth by the people on account of 
their services and prominence.”

FORCED TO TH E W ALL. 
The U nited States R ollin g Stock Com pany 
in tlie H ands o t a R eceiver. 
Chic too, November 22J.—The L’nited 
States Roiling Stock Company has been 
placed in the hands of a receiver. The 
liabilities are $3,816,000 and the assets $6.­ 
053,000. Attorney High of the company 
says the failure was precipitated by blow 
collections and the depression iu the 
mocey market. The company is the larg­ 
est builder of railway cars in ibe world, 
and has plants at Hegewisch. 111., Decatur, 
Ala , Anniston, Ala , and Urbana, Ohio. 
The capital stock is $4,000,000 The ss-.ets 
consist of the plant at Hegewisch, worth 
$2,000,000, and the rdants at the other 
places, which are mentioned as worth $1,­ 
590,000. The other assets are in Car Trust 
bonds, worth $1533,000; rolling stock 
leased to various railroads, worth $300.000; 
supplies and material in process of m anu­ 
facture, $1,000,000, and accounts am .ant­ 
ing to $390 000 It is understood the failure 
is due to the inability to collect $300,000 
due from various roads for the rent of cars. 
The property is put into the hands of a 
friendly receiver that this sum may be 
rt alized on. 
The company employs 2 200 men, and i s 
cash payments to employes and for mater­ 
ial are $800,000 monthly. The stringency 
in the money market compelled the rail­ 
roads which bought cars of the company 
to pay their bills in long time paper in­ 
stead of cash, and it has been extremely 
difficult to discount the paper. 
Judge Blodgett of the Federal Court has 
appointed A. HcgewL-cb receiver. Hege­ 
wisch is the President. The Judge ordered 
the receiver to continue the works. 


BAN K FAILU RE. 
W . L. F rettym an, of C hicago, M akes an 
A ssignm ent. 
C h ic a g o. November 221—The private 
bank of W. L. Prettymau, on the North 
side, closed its doors this morning. Pret- 
tyman could not ke found, so no statement 
of the assfts and liabilities is obtainable.

Lyons B ros, dealers iu 
crockery, have $15 000 on deposit. This is 
believed to be the largest single less. 
This afternoon an assignment was made 
to the cashier of the bank, Johnson, and at 
the same time he was mads assignee ot the 
North Divisi -n Lumber Company, in which 
Prettyman is the heaviest stockholder. 
Prettvman also assigned his real and per­ 
sonal estate. 
The assets and liabilities of the two con­ 
cerns and Prettyman’s es’ate will reach, it 
is believed, a million dollars 
Assignee Johnson refuses to make any 
statement of the assets *or liabilities cf 
either the bank or lumber company. He 
said the cause of the assignment was the 
tight money market and its bad effect on 
the lumber company. This concern and 
the bank are closely connected. 
One of the former depositors in the bank, 
however, who has a pretty good knowledge 
of the affairs, believes that the liabilities of 
the bank will reach bait a million and the 
assets problematical. He said that Pretty­ 
man bad been speculating heaviiy this year 
in real estate, and patting up houses for 
sale, and that the business has not proved 
nrofitable. A large number of depositors 
in the bank are poor people. 


CALIFO RNIA RAISINS. 
Upward of F ifty C arloads H ave Been

far this season. The total is greater than 
during any previous entire season, and the 
movement may be classed as ODe of the 
prominent features of the market at the 
present lime. The persistent eflbrts of 
some local commission firms to encourage 
the handling of gooda in this form by East­ 
ern jobbers, has doubtless contributed in 
no mean degree to the favorable results, 
but the successful introduction of the car­ 
ton 1-pound and 2 pound packages has 
played a conspicuous part. These pack­ 
ages have been gotten out in a neat form 
and attractive appearance. The best fruit 
has been secured, 8nd particular care has 
been taken by the most prominent packers 
that there shall not be the slightest short­ 
age in weight. Already unmistable evi­ 
dence is given that the carton is becoming 
popular with retailers, in nvoiding waste in­ 
cidental to weighing ordinary boxed fruit, 
and affecting a saving ot time in handling.

AT TH E FRO NTIER . 
The Turbulent Indians B eiog Separated 
From the P eacefu l. 
W a sh in g to n, November 22d.—The W ar 
Department has authorized the number of 
Indian scouts in the Division of Dakota 
increased by 500 men. 
They will be 
selected from the Iudiaa police and other 
disciplined Indians. 
Major-General 8cbofield this afternoon 
said that every hour which passed without 
an outbreak brightened the prospects of a 
peaceful settlement of the pending trouble. 
Secretaries Proctor and Noble were in 
consultation this afternoon with the Presi­ 
dent, who manifested much interest in the 
subject, and decided that two regiments of 
cavalry be sent to Pine Ridge from Arizona 
and New Mexico. 
Dispatches from General Miles state that 
a separation of the friendly and turbulent 
Indians Í3 proceeding rapid.y at Pine 
Ridge. 
General Brooke anticipates no immediate 
trouble, and thinks the separation will 
make an easier task of restraining the 
turbulent Iudians from overt acts. 
Telegrams are received confirmatory of 
the reports that the Messiah craze is rapidly 
extending north and across the Canadian 
line, under operation of Sitting Bull’s 
emissaries. 
NO ORDER FOR TROOPS. 
S an A n to n io, November 22d.—General 
Stanley, commanding the Department of 
Texas, said to-day that he bad received no 
information from the W ar Department re­ 
garding troops for the Indian country, as 
reported last night. He also said be thought 
there was no danger of an uprising. 
TROOPS GOING TO THE FROST. 
M in n e a p o l is, November 22d.—A special 
to the Tribune from Mandan, N. D., says 
that settiers have been coming into Sims, 
forty miles north of here, all day. Roving 
bands of Sioux scared them. More guns 
were shipped to-night. 
A dispatch from Fort Keogh etates that 
the Twenty-second Infanirq^aves Keogh 
on Monday morniDg for Fo^Tdncoln. It 
is reported at Keogh that the troops at 
Ellis and Missoula have received similar 
orders, to be ready for active work in 
North Dakota. The actions of the Indians 
satisfy everybody that a grave danger ex­ 
ists yjl an outbreak in the spring, if not 
befofe.

NO UPRISING ANTICIPATED IN CANADA. 
O ttaw a, November 22d.—An Indian up­ 
rising is not anticipated in the Canadian 
northwest, although ugly rumors are 
afloat. A mounted police force cf 1,000 
men, capable of quelling any revolt, is 
patrolling along the boundary. 
THE SCARE SUBSIDING. 
M in n e a p o l is, November 22d.—A Tribune 
Bismarck special says: The Indian scare 
in this section is subsiding. A dispatch 
from Governor Mellette ot South Dakota to 
the officials in Bismarck says there is no 
foundation in the rumors of Indians cross­ 
ing the river into Campbell county, and all 
rumors of an outbreak in South Dakota 
are groundless. The danger now is be­ 
lieved to be at Pine Ridge and other 
southern agencies.

O m a h a, November 22d.—A special to the 
Bee from the Pine Ridge Agency says thst 
census enumerator Lee, who arrived this 


morniDg from a trip through the most d’a- 
tant portions of the reset vation, is of the 
opinion that the ghoat dances will result 
in trouble before many days. The settlers 
on the borders of tne reservation, he says, 
aie flyiD g out. General Brooke is non­ 
committal, bnt is evidently much troubled. 
He thinks the crisis is not'far away. 
Agent Royer received a communication 
from Little Mound, high priest of the 
dancers, in which the chief says he wants 
to know what the soldiers are coming for. 
“The dance is a religious one.” said he, 
"and we are going to keep it up until 
spring. If we find that the Christ does not 
appear, we will stop, but not in the mean­ 
time, troops or no troops.” He announced 
that they would start another dance at 
Medicine Root creek to-morrow morning. 
He said he had been informed that the 
soldiers would stop their ratious. He don’t 
care, he says, as what they get don’t 
amount to anything. But, if such is the 
case, he wants to know, so that his people 
won’t have the trouble of going to the 
agency. He concluded with an emphatic 
reiteration that they would not stop danc­ 
ing. Doctor Royer has not yet replied. 
THE SCARE GENERAL ALONG THE MISSOURI. 
M inneapolis, November 22d.—A Tribune 
Aberdeen (S. D ) special reports indicate 
that the Indian scare is general all along 
the east side of the Missouri river, north of 
Pierre to Mandan. The settlers are becotu- 
iug very much alarmed and fleeing to the 
towns, leaving most of their possessions 
behind them. 
At Gettysburg there seems to be the most 
excitement, aud Governor Milleite has 
gone there to-night with a large sut ply of 
arms and ammunition, hoping to quiet the 
alarm. Telegrams were received'bv him 
this afternoon -from several points, askiD g 
for assistance. Dispatches from the com­ 
manders at Forts Yates and Supply say 
everything is quiet. It is evident that most 
of the alarm is groundless.

McLanghlin received a letter from 
Sitting Bull yesterday, who says he has 
taken a friend's advice and stopped the 
dances. 
"Sitting Bull’s child is very sick, or he 
would come to the agency to day to draw 
his rations. It is reported here that Sitting 
, Bull's followers here are growing less, be­ 
cause Ihe Messiah has not appeared, and 
that discourages the chief.’’ 
The agent thinks there is no probability 
of trouble here at present, and may not be 
this winter or¡ spring 
He is working 
hard on the Indians with a corps of able 
assistants, and makes a strong argument 
against the craze. The people on the east 
side of the river are fleeing for their lives, 
with no one in pursuit. The excitement 
is all unwarranted. The report of a mas­ 
sacre forty miles south is believed to be 
unfounded.

This is the 
first time this decoration has been be­ 
stowed upon anyone who did not possess 
the preceding classes of the order. Though 
confidence iu the nltim a'e V8¡ue of Koch's 
distoverv does not abate, public disap­ 
pointment over the immediate results of 
the treatment grows daily. Prof. Koch’s 
assistants and others estimate that 17,000 
cases have already been treated, the greater 
number of whom were sufferiog from ex­ 
terior tuberculosis There were compara 
lively few cases of tubercles on the lungs. 
Experts are beginning to concur in the 
opinion that the cure of this disease is un­ 
certain. 
Professor Koch blames the press for rais­ 
ing exaggerated hopes of the instant bene­ 
fit in every form of tuberculosis. Many 
physicians are expressing opinions. Some 
say ths possibility of the cure of lupus 
alone has been proved, and not scientific­ 
ally established. Lupus arises from lascil- 
¡us associated with lung tubercles. 
Dr. L*ilman, an eminent authority on 
bacteria, says it will take fully a year of 
frequent injections, besides 
treatmeut 
under the right conditions, to enable one 
to form a reliable opinion as the curability 
of consumption, either advanced or in the 
esrly'Mages. The opinions expressed by 
others are varied, but neurly all advise con­ 
servatism until further experiments make 
more positive the effect of the remedy.
